THE COST OF ARSON 


It is astonishing into what rem ote 
ram ifications you can trace the eter­ 
nal cost-of-living question. 
Most peo­ 
ple, on reading of 
some 
business 
crookedness, smile half tolerantly at 
the sm artness of the man who "gets 
away with it.” 
They don’t 
realize

So it is with the

trust, now under investigation in New 
York City, representing a costly phase

The United States pays annually 
$■>00,000,000 in premiums to insurance 
companies, to cover tho cost of fires. 
The experts say IO to 13 per cent of 
these fires are incendiary. 
So our 
bill for the sm artness of the crooks 
and the morbid brains of the tire bug 
is about $50,000,000 to $75,000,000 an­ 
nually. 
After the insurance companies have 
installed the last fire sprinkler, and 
insisted on tilt' latest perfection of 
fire engine and w ater pressure, there 
rem ains a vast twilight zone of moral 
hazard into which they scarce dare 
look. 
There is more truth than poetry in 
the lovely story about the precocious 
youth who was 
looking 
over

father's shoulder at 
his 
insurance 
policies. 
‘‘Why father,” he cried, "don't you 
see th at policy runs out W ednesday?” 
“Yes, my child,” said Bater, "but 
the firemen they runs out Tuesday." 
A great many men, who never would 
dream of a criminal act, never 
get 
over the lure of the fire engine. They 
will drop a good dinner or a profitable 
business deal any time to run to a 
fire. 
There is a thrill In the combat 
betw een human skill and daring, and 
th e untam ed elem ents of 
fire 
aud 
smoke, that stirs any m an’s blood. 
lf this battle between man and the 
forces of nature has this effect on a 
norm al mind. It is not strange that 
th ere are so many weakheaded fools 
who find a consum m ate ecstasy in the 
tum ult and battle or a fire. There are 
said to tie enough insane "tire bugs” 
in the city of New Yolk alone 
to
